Miss Murphy was .speaking in 


the Loveland Community house 
Tuesday for the Junior, Historical 
society of North Central school. As 
she spoke the 
youngsters were 


gaining an awareness 'of the conti- 
nuity of history. They, \yere hearing 
a woman who was born before Lin- 
coln was elected president, who 


"remembers seeing .Father John 


Dixon, and attending his funeral, 
who has seen. Dixon grow from a 
small town to a bustling city. What 
better way could'be found to lemrn 
their history lesson?

THERE WAS A feeling of awe in 


the room as Miss Murphy recalled 
watching soldiers training for the 
battles of the Civil War, hearing 
them sing their marching song, 
"The Girl I Left Behind Me." 


She relived the quiet Sunday 


when the local me», wearing 
uniform* sewed by Dixon wom- 
en, marched away to join Grant's 
army to the music of fife and 
drum behind a silk flag carefully 
vtltched by the women they left 
behind.

MISS MURPHY pictured the 


home front during the dark days 
Of the war when sanitary commis- 
sions held fairs to raise money for 
aid to soldiers, while Ladies Aid 
societies sewed shirts and other 
clothing for the "boys in blue." 


And when the soldiers with a 


monotonous diet of coffee, hard- 
tack and salt pork came down 
with ncurvy, the women received 
a call for pickles to 'help ward 
off the disease. The call came 
during a season ot the year when 
there were no cucumbers or 
fruit to send, but resourceful as 
always, they pickled potatoes for 
the men at .the front. 


MISS MURPHY r e c a 11 e d , a 


peaceful May Sunday in 1872, that 
was transformed into a horrible 
memory. 


She was attending Bible class in 


a building on the south side of the 
river when she heard a loud crash. 
She ran to a window and saw Rock 
river.filled with struggling people. 
The iron bridge had 
collapsed 


from the weight of a crowd of 
people gathered to watch a bap- 
tism in the river. The span gave 
way without any warning, sending 
men, women and children 'into the 
water. She said 42 died and many 
others were hurt in the disaster.

The subsequent decision to alter 


the C. of C.'s course came as a 
result of a rather wide-spread dis 
satisfaction with the present pro 
gram and organization set-up^ Lyle 
C. Melvin, C. of C. president, said 
today. 


Expected Soon 


.Reorganization is expected to 
take place noon after the first of 
the year. 


Melvin said the chamber of com- 


merce will begin Feb. 1 on a pro- 
gram to survey the business and 
civic needs of the community, with 
a view to adopting an agressive 
program of work and objectives 
that are aimed at the improvement 
and development of the community 
In all phases of its business, indus- 
trial and professional aspects. 


During the meeting last night, 


DeForest, at an Invitation of the 
board, outlined a program whereby 
the chamber of commerce could 
revitalize and expand its program. 


On 
his 
recommendation, the 


board of directors plans two pri- 
mary moves: 


1. To employ an experienced and 


trained manager. 


2. To employ a professional cam- 


paign director to conduct an educa- 
tional and reorganizational pro- 
gram designed to establish the 
chamber of commerce on a firm 
basis.

Scientist Isolates Ture' 
Polio Virus for First Time 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. OT—First "definite" isolation and Identifica- 


tion of human infantile paralysis virus was announced today by a. Uni- 
versity of California scientist who said the development "ia expected 
to speed up the fight against polio." 


Dr. Wendell Stanley said the de- 


velopment paves the way 
for 


chemical analysis of the structure 
of the germ, and thereby might 
conceivably lead to improved polio 
vaccines and possibly even to the 
ultimate development of a chemi- 
cal weapon to treat the disease. 
The research is supported by the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis.

at Berkeley have obtained

NEW YORK (*— Former Pres- 


ident Harry S. Truman describes 
us "ridiculous" suggestions he was 
soft toward communism. He says 
he always sought to protect indi- 
vidual rights and check "ugly pas- 
sions of intolerance and hate." 


"I think tha record will prove 


it," Truman said Tuesday night, 
several hours after he was sub- 
poenaed by the house un-American 
activities committee for question- 
ing in the Harry Dexter White 
case. 


He spoke before the annual din- 


ner of the City College Alumni 
Assn. 


Skeptical of "Fakes" 


"I am rather skeptical of fake 


crusaders who dig up and distort 
records of the past to distract the 
attention of the people from politi- 
cal failures of'the present." he 
said. 


This statement drew loud cries 


of "give 'em hell, Harry" from the 
audience. 


Truman voiced a demand that 


congressional committees l e a v e 
any house cleaning of subversive 
educators and clergymen to the 
schools and churches. 


"I submit," he said, "our univer- 


sities are the best judges of the in- 
tegrity of their own teachers and 
it is far safer'to let them police 
themselves than to subject them 
to political censorship. 


"The same thing is true of re- 


ligion. 


"The 
government and all its 


branches should stay out of church 
affairs." 
' 


Offers Defense 


Truman then offered this defense 


of his administration: 


"In all I did, when I was Presi- 


dent, to combat communism, I al- 
ways sought to preserve the rights 
of the individual. I always tried to 
hold in check those ugly passions 
of intolerance and hate which can 
be so easily manipulated by un-. 
scrupulous demagogues. 


"For this I was sometimes ac- 


cused of being soft. This, of course, 
is ridiculous. The great measures 
we took in foreign policy to check 
Communist aggression abroad and 
the measures we took at home to 
enforce the laws against espionage 
and sabotage and subversion are 
evidence that I was moving re- 
lentlessly against all our enemies, 
both foreign and domestic. 


Sect Danger 


"But if our central government 


does not distinguish between the 
real dangers of communism and 
hysterical fear of it, it our national 
leaders do not stand firm against 
panic and against the invasion of 
individual freedoms, then w« are 
in for some bad times."
